DINOSAUR EGGS FOUND 


Famous Cinnamon Gardens of 
Colombo Given Over to Park 
and Home Sites. 


Washington.—A land wtiere fishes 
walk along the roads and climb rocks 
and trees, where crabs fling sand into 
the air and elephants play tricks like 
sportive children—such, says a bulle­ 
tin from the National Geographic so­ 
ciety, is Ceylon, where Great Britain 
is negotiating with the natives con­ 
cerning important government reforms. 
“Colombo, the present capital,’* con­ 
tinues the bulletin, “has a magnificent 
artificial harbor built by the British. 
That city superseded the former prin­ 
cipal seaport, Galle. 
In the new port 
city the native quarter, with Its beau­ 
tiful Sinhalese girls, Its jewel grinders 
and lace makers, contrasts sharply 
with stately government buildings and 
European customs of the English sec­ 
tion. 
Ancient W onder.City. 
“The 
famous Cinnamon 
gardens, 
where the Dutch formerly cultivated 
that spice in enormous quantities, to­ 
day are given over mainly to a park 
and bungalows and here houses of 
well-to-do .residents nestle in bowers 
of wondrous beauty and sweet per­ 
fume. 
“Scanty remains of the ancient capi­ 
tal, Anaradhapura, lie in lofty moun­ 
tains amid matted jungle growths. 
Glowing descriptions of tills ancient 
wonder-city 
by 
Arab, 
Persian and 
Greek voyagers led to the excavation 
work, now going on, which has been 
slow because of its vast size. 
“Near by is the sacred mountain 
of Mihintale, with its huge Irrigation 
tanks, one of them begun five centu­ 
ries before the Christian era. 
This 
tank covered 40 square inlies with its 
waters when it was new. 
Buddha’s Enormous Tooth. 
“Kandy, the last native capital, sets 
picturesquely above the blue waters of 
a little lake, also artificial. In making 
It tj^ p a tiv e ruler ruthlessly drowned 
ou^rcores of ids subjects’ rice fields. 
Hidden in gold and ruby-enerusted bell 
shrines a mythical ‘tooth of Buddha’ b 
preserved. 
“The present ‘tooth’ obviously could 
not have grown in any human mouth— 


it is two inches long and half an Inch 
thick at the base. 
The visitor for­ 
gives the fiction for the sake of the 
August night celebration, when the 
tooth Is carried about the town accom­ 
panied by a procession of devil danc­ 
ers in their grotesque masks. 
“Adam’s Peak, a strange mountain 
top where a huge natural .depression 
resembles an enormous human foot, 
also is an object of veneration. From 
this mountain Buddha Is supposed to 
have ascended to heaven. Millions of 
devout pilgrims worship there. Even 
the non-believer is Impressed by the 
scene at dawn, when the sun first tints 
a sea of clouds, and projects slender 
shadows upon the countryside, 
immigrants Supplanted Natives. 
“When the civilization of the Sin­ 
halese was at its height, more than 
2,(XX) years qf 
the*capital, Anaradha­ 
pura, was $ 
rvelous city extending 
over some 
, square miles. 
It was 
clustered 
.h magnificent palaces, 
pagodas * , monster relic-shrines of 
delicate design. 
This civilization was 
overthrown 
by 
Tamil 
mercenaries 
whom the Sinhalese imported from 
India; subsequently the island was 
held successively by the Portuguese, 
Dutch mid now by the English. 
“The ‘walking fish’ performs its ter­ 
restrial antics when ponds dry up in 
the hot season. 
Then it either bur­ 


rows into the soft mud to wait for 
rain, or, by night, crawls out of the 
last 
shallow depressions and 
goes 
writhing off through dripping grass on 
the hunt for other pools. The natives 
then literally ‘catch fish’, sometimes 
gathering them up by the bushel. 
“The Island’s area is about that of 
West Virginia and on it live more peo­ 
ple than there are in Texas.”

Looking into one of the huge ro­ 
tary kilns where the raw materials 
for cement are burned into clinker 
is just like looking at the noonday 
sun. 


The terrific heat required makes 
a glare of light so intense that the 
glowing flame would temporarily 
blind you. 


But borrow the workman’s colored 
goggles to protect your eyes while 
you take another look into the kiln. 
Then you will see a tornado of 
powdered coal—or gas or spraying 
oil—bursting into a sheet of sun- 
white flame. 


Into the other end of the kiln flow 
the powdered limestone and shale 
[clay]—the raw materials for cement. 


As the slowly revolving kiln tumbles the 
materials about, they are subjected to gradu­ 
ally increasing heat. During their three-hour 
journey through this inferno, moisture and 
gases are first given off.Finally as the powdered 
materials reach the sunwhite flame, they hall 
melt into glass-hard balls called “clinker.” 
This clinker, an entirely new chemical com­ 
pound, when finely powdered is portland 
cement. 


Portland cement kilns consume great 
quantities of fuel — 30 pounds of coal or its 
equivalent for each 94-pound sack of cement. 
For the whole cement making process the 
consumption of coal is approximately 50 
pounds a sack — more than half a ton of coal 
to a ton of cement.

STUDEBAKER WINS 
PIKE’S PEAK HILL 
CLIMBING CONTEST 
Charles H. Myers in Big-Six Estab­ 
lishes Record Time Over Hazardous 
Route; Winning Studebaker, 1921 
Model, Was Rebuilt After Being 
Badly Damaged in a Fire. 
Charles H. 
Myers 
of Colorado 
Springs, Col., driving a 1921 Stude­ 
baker big-six won event No. 3 in the 
recent annual Pike's Peak national 
hill climb. 
The race was over a course of 12 
miles with a climb of 2,000 feet. My­ 
ers’ time for the distance, 19 minutes 
21-2-5 seconds, is the fastest time 
ever made over the route by cars with 
a minimum weight of 2,000 pounds. 
The competing cars were divided 
into three classes governed by weight 
and piston displacement. The big-six 
was entered in class three, which was 
open to cars with motors having a 
piston displacement of 300 cubic inch­ 
es and over, and minimum weight of 
2,000 pounds. 
Car Had Been in Fire 
Many high-powered racing cars and 
experienced drivers were entered. Be­ 
fore the race Myers was not consid­ 
ered a possible winner by the large 
crowd which thronged the course. It 
was evident, however, as the powerful 
Studebaker dashed to the front at the 
first quarter, that the “dark horse” 
would finish among the leaders. 
The victory of this big-six is all the 
more remarkable because of the un­ 
usual conditions under w'hich it com­ 
peted and the hazardous route cov 
ered. 
Eight months ago this big-six was 
wrecked in Pueblo, Col., and was so 
badly damaged by fire that it was not 
considered worth repairing. 
Myers, 
however, rebuilt the stock motor, us­ 
ing light pistons and rings and a stock 
cam shaft. 
After making only six 
adjustments on the original design 
he was satisfied to enter it against 
factory entries and special cars of 
various makes.

Forests Damaged by 
Insects and Diseases 


Big Losses Emphasize Need 
for Educational Work. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 
Foresters and entomologists of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture declare that the losses caused by 
Insect attacks upon living trees and 
crude, finished and utilized forest 
products amount to $130,000,000 annu­ 
ally. The recent report touching upon 
this and other forestry subjects de­ 
clares that these vast losses clearly 
emphasize the need for educational 
work and the development of syste­ 
matic control measures which now are 
woefully inadequate. 
This report, which formed part of 
the 19£2 year book of the department 
and which may be obtained upon re­ 
quest as a separate pamphlet, pointed 
out that the western pine beetle, the 
gypsy moth, the chestnut blight and 
the white pine blister rust are the most 
damaging «& the Insects and diseases 
which are ism attacking the living 
t products. 
it is stated, “the most 
nt example of the fin­ 
is the white pine blister 
rust. Introduced from Europe within 
the past 20 years It is now' widespread 
through the northern range of the 
eastern white pine, and has recently 
been found extensively in British Col­ 
umbia and, to a limited extent, in Wash­ 
ington on the western white pine. The 
very existence of the western white 
and sugar pine forests is threatened.” 
The destruction of currant and 
gooseberry bushes is the means of rid­ 
ding the forests of the blister rust. 
Other insects and diseases also take an 
enormous toll every year, and the cost 
in dollars to fight these damaging pests 
would be but a fraction of the loss they 
cause, the report states.
